London, Aug. 23.— Rt. Hon. Mr. Long, 
ConBorvative, of Liverpool, and president of 
the board of agriculture, replying to a pro- 
test by Sir J. Long, Liberal, of Dandee, 
at>ainat the exolueion of Canadian oattlo, 
said that prohibition of tho importations 
under present oiroumatancoa was ailvncatod 
by an ovorwholming majority of the farmora 
of the United Kingdom as the only aafegaard 
for their herds, If anything waa to be done 
in the interests of agriculture by protecting 
the B^ook raisers, 

Tho Secretary of the Troaanry, Rt. Hon. 
Robert W. Hanbury, replying in the House 
of Commons to-day to Mr. John Hennikor 
Hoaton, member lor Canterbury, Progres- 
sive Conservative, who has for years paat 
advocated postal roforms and has a aohemo 
tor Imperial ocean penny poatage, Baid that 
no parcel poat existed between Great 
Britain and tho United States, Mr. Han- 
bury also rec;retted the absence of snob an 
arrangement, and agsured the Honse that 
be would do, his best to prosecate the efforts 
of hiiipcedemasora Intliat diraotion. 

The Xlitt^a'Berlin aorrespondent says that 
the supporters of gold onrrency are jabilant 
at the statement made by Bt. Eon. A. J. 
Balfour, first lord of the treasury in the 
house of oommons, to the effeob that the 
Eagllsb government will take no steps look- 
ing to an international bi metallic confer- 
enoo. [The National Z^itung, tho oorre- 
spondont adds, "says thai he has burst the 
Boap bubble which the Gorman bi-metalliat 
blow from tho votes in tho roiohatag and the 
Pru»Bian diet. Undoubtedly Mr. Balfour's 
statement will pub an end to tho dellbara- 
tiona of the federal gnvernment on the q'ues- 
tion. Only noisy agitators believe that ac- 
tion is possible without England's co-opera- 
tion." 

Tho Minister of Agriculture announces as 
a result of data obtained from oonBuls and 
spccialistB that tho world's ^\beab crop for 
1895 is BB follows : The total production in 
oountrlea which import wheat is estimated 
at 7-19.022.000 buahela. In countries which 
export the total production ia 1,651,701,000 
buehelB, The MinistoL' also amends the 
estimate of the crop of 1894 bo as to make 
the total in that year 2,632,73G,U00 bnahels, 
showing that the crop of 1895 is 2^2,000,000 
buahela leas than thatof 1S94. 

Ib ia reported that the onuanal aeoreoy 
relative to the movementa of Emperor 
William during his visit to Lord Lonsdale 
at Lowther oaetle, was due to a hint given 
to the police that Oecmain aoclaliata 
mighli attack the Emperor. It ia aaid 
that the police bad sentries to watch un- 
der the Kaiser's windows and to patrol the 
grounds all night. 

Tfac; Daily News has a report of tho gar- 
don party at Hawarden Castle on Thursday, 
when Mr. GUdatone, in talking with ex- 
U.S. Poatmaster-General James and Mr.

Baron Rio Branco will represent tho gov- 
ernment of Brazil at Stockholm In the arbi- 
tration conteat to settle tho Amapa boun- 
dary quoation between Franco and BrozU. 
UnloBB Brazil's dispute with Italy ia settled 
before tho end of tho month, through the in- 
tervention of Sig. Nobili, it Is reported that 
Minieter do Martine will return to Brazil 
with Italy's ultimatum. Italy claims dam- 
agoB for outrages upon Italian subjects in 
Brazil, perpetrated, as alleged, during the 
revolution. 

'The Peruvian bishop whoso expulsion from 
tho Tuaco mission waa demanded by tho 
proaident, ia returning overland to Lima. 
The Isauo betwoen Peru and Bolivia has 
been settled, it having boon agreed that tho 
question of a salute to tho Bolivian ilag by 
Peru, demanded by tho liDllvictn govornmonb, 
ahall bo eubmittod to tho arbitration of an- 
other American republic. Tho Peruvian 
minister will also bo rooeivod at Li Paz on 
Monday.

KOADS IN CARIBOO. 

Visit of the Ohlof Gommlssloaer of Lands 
and Works— BeRolntions Adopted at a 
Sepresentatire Bleating of Settlera. 

For aomo time paat the fooling of dlaaatia- 
faction prevalent among the settlera in 
Lower Cariboo, not only with the legisla- 
tive appropriations for roada In their portion 
of the dtatribt, but also with tho expendi- 
ture of these moneys, has baen growing In 
Intensity, and a few weeke ago a meeting of 
certain of the leading residents was held at 
the 160-MlIe Honae, when it was decided to 
invite the Chief Commlsatoner, Hon. Mr. 
Martin, to oome up and examine Into mat- 
ters himself. Mr. Martin kindly replied 
that he waa not able at that time to name a 
date for suoh a vlelt, but would oome up as 
soon as possible. 

Accordingly he met tho settlera by ap- 
pointment at the ISO-MUe House on Mon- 
day evening, August 5, on hia return from 
BirkerviUe. A week provioua, however, 
learning that the hon, gentleman waa on hia 
way up, and would probably bo hero nn 
July 30, a meeting was summoned for that 
(the mail) night. But when the aottleia 
assembled general dis^ippointmcnt was felt 
that Mr. Martin's engagements above had 
tiken him past during tho afternoon with 
Mr. Tingloy, sr., driving. As several were 
preanno who would nob bo likely to moot 
Mr. Martin on hia return, it was decided to 
go on with tho meeting at all eventa. Mr. 
H. P. Horam waa elected chairman. 

Several Interesting and appropriate 
speeches were made, that by Mr. Ueorgo A 
Vioth being especially pertinent. Mr. 
Vieth gtve an interesting statement of tho 
revenue (fully $12,000) derived from the 
aeoclona into which it is desired that good 
roads should be made without delay. Com- 
paring the merits of the lOS and 150 rontea 
to Horsefly, he elloited from those who had 
teamed or packed over both roada their 
preference for the 150 route as aflarding 
naturally a better road bod, more stopping 
placea and more and better feed for pack 
anlmala. 

After paBsing a resotubion declaring that 
tho 150 connootion with the Horeefly and 
Forka oampa would boat aorvo tho public in. 
teroata, and asking for aulliclenc expenditure 
on these roads, the meeting adjourned till 
Mr. Martin's roturn, 

Tho meeting on the 5;h Inst., although 
called on extremely short notice, very fully 
reproaonted the settlera in lower Cariboo 
and adjacent sections of Llllooot district. 

Mr. D. Murphy was oloctod chairman and 
In Introducing the subject of diacuaaion very 
clearly showed (upoaking from personal 
knowledge of the country) how in forcing 
the 108 connootion thosa Intereated (ind 
they were very few) were fighting against 
natural aonditioca which it would bo impoa- 
■Ible to overcome, 

Speeohoa wore made by Rev. Father Bod- 
ard, of tho Miaaion, Bov. Mr. Turner (In a 
humorous vein), by Mr. Borland, Mr. Leas- 
nre, of Horseliy, and Dr. Watt. Tho Hon. 
Mr. Martin also addressed tho mooting and 
was given a hearty rocoption. Ho oonoodod 
that the destrea of the settlera for good road 
conneotlons with the Forks and Horse flj 
from the 150 would be fully met by the gov- 
ernment, but :,t the same time he gave it as 
hia opinion that the 108 road ahonld also be 
kept open, 

. 'Tho following resolution embodies in ano- 
oloot form the unanimous aentiment of the 
maeting : 

Moved by Dr. Hugh Watt, seconded by 
Mr. T. Kenp.ody and carried unanimously : 
" Whereas In the projection of the publio 



roads the true prinoiplo by which the gov- 
ernment ('ho eervauts of tho people) should 
bo guided ia to bring the producing and 
consuming publlo togothor by tho ahorteab 
and boat practicable routes, regard being 
had: first to roadbed, second to grades, and 
third to diatanco ; 

And whereas auoh roada should invariably 
bo laid out by a governnioat surveyor or un- 
der tho authority of tho govoriimont, in cuch 
a way as to ooufar tho greatest benefits upon 
tho greatoab nuir.bor nf taxpayiug reaidouts ; 

And wberoaa Lho 108 road viulatea theso 
conditione, U uaafintliilly a private road (or tiio 
sole supposed bonetit of two private corpor- 
ations, paeees through a country unfit for 
aottlement and cultivation and over a road- 
bed that cannot, without enormous expense, 
bo mado fia for heavy truflio ; 

And whereas the said iOS road Was not 
laid out by authority of tho government, 
but violates in ita starting point one rt t|io 
reaommend&:!ona of tho elfijer, Mr. Arthur 
Stevenson, who in hia ri pirt to the govern- 
ment on the rival routes to Horaefly eays : 
" Thero Is one larjjo oreek to bd bridged 
about three miles from the 108, also some 
smaller ones on thia ten miles, but none of 
thsm aminnt) to muoh except this one, I 
think it may be bitter to oome out at the 
lU-Qilla poat than at the 108. By ao doing 
we would RTold thia large creek, also a 
rather bad hill going down to lh« oreek." 

And whsreae the route from the 150-Mile 
house to Horsefly has been travelled for 
more than thirty years, connects the oldest 
settled, most populous and best agricultural 
aeotlons of the upper country with tho 
mines, furniahoa throughout nearly its whole 
distance a solid roadbed with easy grades, 
and paaeoB through o country now aottled 
and admirably fitted for agricultural devel- 
opment ; 

And whereas, although tho diatanco to 
tho said mlnea ab Horaofly ia aoniowhat 
greater via cho main trunk road and 150- 
Milo house than by tho Bo-oullod direct 
route from tho lOS, yet frnight has boon and 
can bo d jllvorod at tho said minea, winter nr 
summer, via tho liiO Milo house at the same 
rato or leas and with greater eaae than 
by the said so-called direct route from tho 
108 ; 

And whereas, for the SiiiiB or like roaaona 
to thoBO above onuaolatod, it ia doairablo iu 
lho publio intoroot that tho many now inlnoa 
In the Forks sootion of the district should 
bo connected with tho produolng country in 
tho Williame Like and adj ionnt valleya by 
a good trunk road ; 

And whereas a vory laigo amount of 
freight ia being orrlod over tho present 
road to tha Forks and tho road is in tx 
tremo need of ropair and in certain portions 
of its extent should be re-located by a com- 
petent surveyor ; 

And whereas all government road work 
ehonid he done ks early In the aeaaoo aa pos 
Bible by the employment of a auffioient force 
and ahoold not be dragged out for the bene 
fit of a few workers tlllTate in the fail to the 
detriment of freighters and tho travelling 
publle ; therefore ' 

Reaolvad, lat, Xbab no more pnblio money 
should be spent on the 108 road to Horsefly ; 

2nd. That the prnsent roads connecting 
the mines ab Horsefly and ab the Forks with 
tho main wagon road at or near the ISO Mile 
House should bo at once so repaired and 
Improved aa to carry tho heaviest trotlia by 
wagon or sleigh summer or winter. 

After paeaiog a vote of thanks to the Hon. 
Chief Commissioner for his preaeuce at tho 
meeting the prooeodinga oloaed.

Captain Locke, of the " Bicnda,' 
Brings News of Still Another 
Northern Wreck. 



A San Francisco Coal Brfgr the Victim 
and Port Clarence the Scene 
of Her Loss. 



Mbhap» to Bhipping havo of late beeu 
orowding ono apon another with exoeptiocul 
frequency, the Icoil cause being a combina- 
tion of fop and amolio, but the diniiBterB in 
Behring eea, whence the nioab startliog ro- 
porta have oomo, being the resalt of c-m- 
tinned and severe giloB. The latest nows 
of this character from the North oonoorna 
the luEs liito in July of a largo Sin Francisco 
brig, which foundered coal laden in the 
vicinity of Port Cliironce, Alatlci, and bo 
far as is known is now a total wreck. The 
news of thia oataatropho was brou(;hb to 
Victoria yo'aterday morricg by Captain 
Locko, master of the iil-fated sohoonor 
Brondu, who, ae told in yeaterday's Colon- 
ist, roturnod to the Sound by tho ateani 
aohoouer ExoeUior. So reoenfa wai the 
diaaater referred to that no detnUa were 
obtainable whvn the captain lef* Oanalaalsa, 
and ho eAnnol at present recall the name even 
of tho ill starred craft. Tho report of her 
destruotion WdS brought to Ouaulaskik by a 
fur oolleoting bxrk which having received 
Bome $17,000 proith of cvrgo from two of 
the whalorf) called for w&tor and Bupplios 
before DOtLinx Bail for Port Townspcd. She 
will not ba duo at tho Sound city for Dome 
time yet, but in tho meantime dotiaito aewa 
of tho wreck will dtubtloaa be obtained 
throunh tho ntxo arriving Alaska mail 
steamer. So far an could bo learned by 
Captain Locke, tho brig did nob go to piecss 
for soma time after atrikiog a submerged 
rock, but, as in tho ease of tho Bronda, all 
efiforta of lior master and crew to accomplish 
her release were futile, owing to no outside 
aid being at command. Why the unfor- 
tunate brig should have been so far north 
with coal dooa not seem clear, unless she 
had been acting as tender for tho United 
States patrol or whaling fleet, or had been 
driven far out of her course Definite Infor- 
mation will beawaited with iceen expectancy. 
Of hia own experience Captaia Locke aays 
he has very little to add to what haa already 
been told. Hia Toyage to Seattle .waa an 
exorbitantly craatly one. From Onnalaaka 
to Sitka on the eteniner Bertha the fare 
charged ia $7S, and the paaaage from Sitka 
to Seattle on the Eiealator waa only $10 
leaa. Before abandoning the Brenda Capcain 
Looke oonduoled an anotion sale, which 
woald have been amiiaing had ft not been a 
aerlooa matter, knocking down the doomed 
veaaol aa ahe lay to Captain p'Leary, of the 
aeaier Geneva, fop the modest sum of §S, 
some tackle, etc., being realizid in return 
f)r tho expouditure. Tho Brenda'a bouts 
Capttiin Locke took to OunaiaaUo, and 
there miide a good sale of them. Tho 
two Japa stationed on tho Ivurile Islands 
are there ua iigenta of their government. 
Last yoar there were five on the islands, 
but during tho year thero died. The 
Kurilo islunda belong to Japan, uud her 
subjeota thero are testing the feasibility of 
establishing a colony. The islands are situ- 
ated In 50, to N. latitude, and 151, U E. 
longitude. They oompriao a barren group, 
but notwithstanding this it seems the policy 
of the Japanese government to ascertain 
whether tho climate will admit of their 
baing populated. Before Capb. Locke left 
Ounalaaka the United States cotter Knsh 
arrived and reported speaking fourteen 
sealers, among the best oatchea being the 
following : Maud 8. 275 for three lower- 
IngB, Sapphire 270, Triumph 250, Doro Sie- 
ward 150, and Agnes MaoJonald 100. Capt. 
Locko would nob venture an opinion as to 
the snocoas of the eealing Qeet in Babring 
aea thia year, bub sayd they have done 
fairly well in starting operations. He re 
porta trouble having been experierrted 
among the Indiana of the aohooner Sapphire 
and the orew of- tho whaler California at 
Oanalaska. The mate of the latter veisel 
was supplying the natlvea with liquor, and 
in ooDsequenoe tronble enaned. One In 
dian, while pretty well " loaded," brntully 
abased hia klootch, kicking her in tho 
linad and blinding one eye. The o£Boera of 
H. M'a. orniEors wore appealed to, and on 
arresting the Indian learned of the one 
supplying tlie whiskey. A aearoh of the 
California resulted in thirty odd gallons of 
whiskey being diaoovered and confleoated. 
The guilty mate was alao fined $33 50.

The 
Indians oat of iympatby for the oaataway 
oarrlod the btcly to hia Inat reating 
placo on a hill overlooking tlie 
village and placod It in a g^avo. 
Mr, Loring read the burial service 
and ono of the Indiana aald ho would plaoo 
a neab fenoe around the grave, which Mr. 
Loring had marked with a small wooden 
croBs, 

Stanislaus was a large man about ,'14 years 
of ag'-, of light complexion and somewhat 
bald. He ia said to have a father in Vio- 
toria. Hanging around his neck were two 
little ted flannel bags, probably a soapulary, 
while one of then contained a look of long 
ll-ixen hair.

TRADE liEVIEWED- 

Ouu'b and BradBtreet's Reports on the Business 
of Last Week and IProspects for 
TUs-FftUnrea. 

New Yobk, Aug. 23.— Dun'a weekly re- 
view says tho volume cf baaineaa abowed a 

shrinkage, as is natural in August, but it 
eeems rather larger than usual because tho 
transaoiiouB in July wero somewhat in 11 itcd 
Some induatriea are doing more than over 
before in Auj^ii-jl, and the prospect fi"- tho 
fail trade is good in others, although much 
depends on the oropa. The failurea fi<r tho 
week have been 43 in Canada, againai 33 
last year. 

Bradatreat'a Bays : The volume of general 
trade shows no larger volame, in faob at 
several Southern and Baatern centres rather 
more quiet ia reported than a week ago. 
Cotton is np again on further reports of 
damage to the crop, and the following 
articles tend upward i Beaaemer pig, forge 
irons, steel bllleta and barbed wire, wire 
naila and wire roda, leaf tofaaoeo. ' Among 
btaplea whioh have remained firm are wool, 
Inmber, copper, coal and leather. 
Petroleum tends downward, as well 
SB fiour, wheat, corn, oata, pork, 
lard, sugar and coHoe, Montreal and 
Toronto jobl)or8 anticipate a sharp improve- 
ment in trade in tho fall. The millinery 
openings and industrial exposition at the 
latter city will tend to stimulate trade. In 
Nova Scotia ruin has helped the lumbering 
interest, bub on Princo Edward Island it 
hoB irjured the grain crop. The cold 
weather in Manitoba cauaea anxiety as to 
the crops there. The bank clearings at 
Winnipeg, Toronto, Hamilton, Montreal 
and Halifax aegrogato SlS,o.j3,000 this 
week, against §10.246,000 last week.

FBASBR RIVBR IMPROVEMENTS. 

The Times and the Nows-Advertiaer have 
taken the Provincial Government to task 
for cdviaing the Dominion Government not 
to expand the money voted jiintly by the 
two Governments and imounting to $50,000, 
for a survey of the Fmaor Rlvor Valley, 
with a view to a comprehoDslve scheme of 
djking to protect the agricultural landa 
from abnormal floods of the Fraaor river. 

Bat those Opposition journals fail to state 
that the Provinoial Govornment arged upon 
the Dominion Government the advlaability 
of joint action for the epoedy dyking of the 
landa in question. The real faots of the 
case are as follows : A largo area of the 
Frasor river lands had been dyked in former 
years and these dykes were partially 
destroyed by the high flood of 1894. The 
damage whioh was done tamed out to be so 
groat thab lb laid the luadB open to flood by 
oidinary high water. Immediate action 
thorofore became necessary. A joint sur 
voy for a comprehenaivo sohemo of dyking 
would have taken at least a year, and the 
negotiations between the two Governments 
as to the proportion of the expense of dyking 
to bo borno by each would also have taken

SHORT NOTIOB. 

The CorporatloB has, ff« see, notified the 
property owners on parta of View street, 
Broad street, Govornment street, Yates 
street and Fort street, that ib proposes to 
lay a pavement of wooden blocks on a con- 
creta fouadation on eeotiona of those streets 
which it speoifiea. la nob this rather aud- 
den T If all are agreed that the time haa 
oome to pave the oity streets, are all pre- 
pared to decide that a wooden pavement is 
the right one to lay on all the streets ? Have 
the property owoers had auf£aiont time to 
decide what kind of pavement is beat and 
cheapest, and have they made up their 
mlnda that it is best to have trooden 
pavements for the whole oity ? Wta Cor- 
poration haa given them only fifteen days 
in whioh to make up their minda on this 
very important matter. 

If the Corporation has been making in. 
quiries as to the relative cost and durability 
of the differenb kinds of pavements it has 
not, so far as we know, made the least move 
to give the property owners the benefit of 
the information it has obtained. Wonld ib 
nob have baon well before the Corporation 
publiahsd its notice to have held one or two 
public meetings to let the ratepayers know 
wbatithad boendoing in themsttterof prelim- 
inary inquiry 1 lbs members ooold at those 
meetings inform the property owners as to 
the oonolnaions ab whioh bhey had arrived, 
stating at the aame time the grounds for 
those conclusions. Ib ia certain that the 
greater number of property owners interest. 
ed have not had the opportonity to acquaint 
themselves with the merits of the dififerenb 
kinds of pavement or to form an opinion as 
to whether one kind of pavement Is beat for 
»11 the streets, 

Ib will bo seen from the selection of the 
parts of streets made by the Corporation 
that ib intends to have all the streets of the 
oity in whioh pavements are to be laid down 
paved with wood. Ib has offered the 
property-holders no alternative. They must 
have a wooden pavement or none at all. Ib 
is clear th.it if the sections of atroota whioh 
have baon soleoted are paved with wood tho 
same kind of pavement must be continued, 
for ib will never do to have patchwork 
pavement on a street — one section of ib 
being paved with wood and another with 
brick or atone or asphalt. Ib can oaaily bo 
nnderatood that tho pavomonb which would 
do very woU on a street on whioh there ia 
very littlo trafUo would not bo suitable for 
tk street on which tho trafUo is heavy. 

Then it would never do bo have the sbreots 
of Victoria paved with a material whioh baa 
bsen abandoned for paving pnrposas In other 
oitiea. Wo find that wood pavements have 
fallen into diaroputo in several cities and 
other material has been uacd. Why in this! 
Street paving is oxponsivo and tho oxponae 
should be incurred aa soldom aa possible. It 
ia nob good economy to pave a street with 
a material whieh is oheap but not lasting, 
when for a comparatively amall increased 
outlay the street could bo paved with a bet- 
ter material, that would last more than 
twice as long. This is a consideration that 
should not for a moment bo lost uight of. 
Has the Corporation in making its 
seleotlon, given it the weight to 
which ib is entitled 7 No one knows. 
The City Councillors have nob given 
tho property owners tho benefit of their da- 
liboratlons. They have, no donbt, been a 
long time conaidoring this very important 
■nbjeot, yet they expect the people most in' 
teresbed to coma toadeolalon in fifteen days! 
They aarely do nob imagine that the men 
who have bo pay for the pavement and to 
anfier the loss and inconvenience if inferior 
material is ohosen, will accept their choice 
without inquiry. 

There oan be no question that the groat 
majorl^of propsrty.onnsni need a good 
deal ol information before .ttiey cab Intelli 
gently aocepb the Corppration'a paving pro 



Under those ciroumstancoa tho landownora 
appealed to the Provinoial Govornment, 
which, recognizing the nrgonoy of the case, 
consented to gnarantee the bonds of the 
dyking commiasionera as provided by the 
Drainage and Dyking aoti, for repairing and 
extending existing dykes, and tho work is 
now nearly completed. 

This having been dono ib left bub a com- 
paratively small area of the valley as subject 
tc flood and whioh was not dyked, and ib 
would bherefore have been folly to go to the 
large expenditure of §50,000 for a survey 
when moat of the land to bo affected by the 
survey is already protected from floods, 
Hence the application of the Provinoial Gov 
ernment to stop the survey and to devote 
thomoney to dyking the balsnee of the lands. 
The people of the Eraser River Valley will 
no doubt appreciate the prompt aotion of 
the provinoial government and the careful 
regard it has had for their Intereeta.

A PARADOX. 



IMPERTINENT AS USUAL. 

The organ of the Liberal party in this 
city takes a very great Interest in the way 
in whioh tho Viotorla Conservatives manage 
their affairs. It makes some remarks, not 
altogether as good nfttaredastheymi^bt be, 
on thn fact that those Conservatives did not 
see St to give the Premier and the Minister 
of the Interior when they were in the oity a 
few days ago a public reception, We would 
like, if we could without wounding the very 
delicate sensibilities of our contemporary, 
inform it tbae the Viotorla Conaorvativea 
are quite competent to manage their own 
affairs without its assistance, in fact in spite 
of its most persistent, but not very forcible 
opposition. Tboy have hitherto, when- 
ever there was any reason for 
action, convinced the ' Libsral organ 
that they knew well enough how to conduct 
the party's basinesa in snoh a way as to 
prove to It the futility and the foolishnusa of 
its petty policy of carping and nagging, and 
what bhey have done in the past they will cer- 
tainly bo prepared to do again. Wo might 
just hint, as delioately as we know how, that 
if the Liberal orfjan attended to its own 
affairs it would have more bo do than ib haa, 
up to bbe present time, done guooessfnlly. 

The Viotorin Conservatives did what they 
considered was neooasary at the time to 
welcome the Dominion Ministers, and we 
have reason to believe that the Premier and 
the Mihiaterof the Interior were well satis 
fied with their reception. They met tho 
buslneta men of the oity and had a business 
talk with them about local matters, 
and we have no doubt thit their 
visit will bo productive of much good 
to the city and to tho Province generally. 
It was thought well to give the Premier 
and his colleague a public reception in Van- 
couver — we hardly think that the demon- 
stration was a party one— and we are glad 
of it. Tho Conservatives of Vancouver did 
what they consider right, tho Victoria Con- 
servatives did what they believed to be best, 
and we cannot for the life of as see why the 
Grit organ should concern Itself about the 
matter. 



There is a revival in tho United States of 
the alarming talk about the export of gold 
The Government gold reserve has onoe or 
twice lately gst perilonsly near the lov^est 
point oonaidored aafe— $100,000,000— and 
was only saved from going still lower by a 
syndicate of bankers who have patriotically 
voluntoored to save the Government from 
embarrassment and the buainess of the 
country from anectatneas by paying gold 
into the Treasury in exohange for paper 
ourrenoyi It does seem strange that a rich 
nation like the United States should be 
under an obligation to a syndicate of capital- 
lets to provide it with gold to redoetr 
its paper. There is no doubt about 
the wealth of the United States, 
It is a very rich country, rich in realized 
wealth and rich in resources, but still it ia 
in these days oontinually in want of 
money which is considered good by every 
one with whom ib has dealings. If a private 
firm known to be unquestionably solvent 
were in this poaition it woald be ooadeiDned 
by finanoiers for its bid management. A 
oonoern in sueh clroamatanoea has no bqei* 
ness to be short of cash. Why doea the 
United States Government, with its great 
wealth and ita almost unbounded credit, 
-.How itself to be, and to remain, in this 
oritioal, this humiliating poaition ? Govern- 
ments that are not nearly so rich and that 
have nob a tithe of its resooroes 
are not embarrassed In this way. 
They all are in debt, as the United States 
ia, and they have often to borrow largo suma 
of money for different purposes, but the 
business of tho countries whose affairs they 
manage doea not immediately or directly 
depend apon the araoanb of gold whioh their 
Governments have in their breaanriea. 

Why is the United States an exception? 
The reason seems to us to be thab the Gov- 
ernment of the United States has forgotten 
that the only legitimate bualneaa cf a Gov 
ernment is to govern, it, besides being the 
governor of the country, h>as become its 
banker. The currency of the country is 
mainly the Government's paper — paper all 
redeemable in gold — aud, conseiiuoutly, 
when anyone in tho United Stiitea, 
anyone to whom United Stabos 
citizens owe money, wanta money 
for purposes that oannob be served by the 
Government's paper he has to go to the 
United States Treasury for gold. And the 
United States Treasury muab pay gold. 
Its Government oannob afford to offer any- 
thing else but gold. If it did tho crisis 
whioh everyone in the United States fears 
would be on the country. Baaiqeaa would 
bo thrown into confusion and this rich conn- 
try would to all intents and purposes be 
bankrupt for tho want of a comparatively 
small sum in gold coin. 

Why dooa not tho United States Govern- 
ment give up this banking business 1 Why 
does ib nob leave banking to btnkera ? Why 
does it nob leave the nation to supply its 
own currency? Why ia ib nob a ouabomer 
of the banks instead of being the banker of 
the banka ? These we know are hard quea- 
tions, but we believe thot big-minded busi- 
nesa men if they were permitted would very 
Boon find an answer to them satiafaotory to 
the people of the United Statea and to many 
others.

We find thab the interest in Armenia has 
been revived. The spooch lately made by 
Mr. Gladstone bus conviooed tho people of 
Groat Britain that the uufortunato Arme- 
nians are still suflering, and that something, 
and something effectual, should be done v/ith 
tho least possible delay to ameliorate tboir 
condition. We, a few days ago, alluded to 
tho article contributed by Mr, E. J. Dillon 
to tho Contemporary Review on tho present 
condition of Armenia. Tho eufroringa 
which the Armociana are made to onduro 
are literally horrible. Ib is hard to believe 
that human beings oan be ' so ingeniously 
cruel and so diabolioally unfeeling as are tho 
Turkish oppreaaora and torturers of those 
dreadfully aiilioted Armenians. Some idea 
may be formed of the awful aufftringi) 
which tho Armenians aro nam compelled to 
endure from the following paragraph of Mr. 
Dillon's ortiole :— 

" The maasaore of Saasoan sends a shud 
der to the hearts of the moat callous. But 
that hatchery was divine mercy compt>rod 
with the hellish deeds that are being done 
every week and every day of the year. The 
piteous moans of famishing children ; the 
groans of old men who have lived to see 
what can never be embodied in words ; tho 
piercing cries of violated maidenhood, nay, 
of tender childhood ; the shrieks of mothers 
who havo boon made childloss by crimes 
compared with whioh murder would be a 
blessing ; tho aoreams, scarcely human, of 
women writhing under tho iash ; and all 
tho vain voices of blood and agony thab died 
away in bbat dreary desert withonb having 
found a reaponaive echo on earth or in

Mr. Lemuel Arthur is back from a seven 
weeka' trip to the Lardeau country where 
he has been doing aaaeasmenti work on tho 
Glengarry groap, the Kdna Alioe and Black 
Bear mining claims. Of these all bub tho 
Black Bear are located on tbe divide be- 
tween Fish creek and tho Duncan river. 
Tho Glengarry group la oompoded of the 
Glengarry, Prinoo Edward and Jim Dandy 
claims, which wore discovered three years 
ago by Mr. Atthor and Jaok Maodonald 
On the same ledge tbere are li olaima 
located. The ore of thia group is galena, 
rich In silver and copper, tho liighoat assays 
going aa high as 1,050 ounces and tho lowest 
JGO ounces In eiivsr. The lodge is 13 feofc 
wido with a pay streak of throe feet in 
width. Eaough development work has 
been done to show an immonso 
body of ore, and the vein can 
be braced along tho surface for 
a great distance. As soon as a road is con- 
structed up Boyd creek an outlet will ba 
given for shipping ore to Lardeau, and 
already ten tons of very rich oro aro ready 
to ship. Tom and Sam MoRae havo just 
staked out a couple of claims thia monih, 
and a number of obbers have been taken up. 
Tho Edna Alioe, belonging to Hugh Brown 
and Mr, Arthur, carries 4 feet uf solid oro 
and 10 fceb of concentrating oro in a ledgo ,'iO 
feeb wide. Thia was only opened up when 
Mr, Arthur wenb up there thia year, and no 
assays have yet been made. The maguili- 
cant samples ho has with him, however, arc 
steel galena and lead oarbonatea, whioh cuu- 
not fail to run well in allver, Oirners of 
other olaima on the oontinaation of this 
lead are now doing their asaesBment work. 
Ounohigliam'a Dake of Wellington olaim, 
wbioh was staked out last year. Is makiog 
a fine showing. 

Eleven miles from Lardean tbe Sable 
crook joins FIsli oreek. On Sable creek, 
four mllea from its jonottoB wltih Fish oreek, 
two Vancouver oompaoies are making ex- 
tenalvQ preparations for development work 
on the Kootenay Star, Stepney and other 
olaima under the management of Mr. E. E. 
Heap. A road four miles long baa been 
bullb to those minea and a number of miners 
are busy getting out ore. There is a very 
wide ledgo on those mines oirrying copper 
and silver. Some of lb runs very high in 
silver, bub it la inoro of a oonoentruting oro 
of medium grade, the iinmensa quantity 
making it profitable to concentrate. Two 
milea nearer Lardeau Messrs. McRae and 
Arthur had tho Black Bear olaim looated 
last season. Surface samples run as high as 
749 ounces in silver, which certainly pro. 
misoa good resulta. 

Up Poole creek four and a half miles 
from Lardeau are a number of claims hav- 
g assessmenb work done on them. The 
Bossi claim assays aa high aa 1400 ounces of 
silver. Raney and Tom Dooiey have alee 
fine prospects. Mr. Arthur oame home by 
way of the Truub Lake distrlot on the North 
fork of the Lardeau. T. Horn and Mr. 
Brewster's olaima here are turning out well, 
and so are those of R, McCord and othera. 
Tho ore from these mines averages between 
150 and 200ounoea in silvor. Further down 
the Fork are tho Great Northern, whioh baa 
been bonded for §30,000 ; the Silver Cnp, 
banded while Mr. Arthur was there at a 
large figare by Kansas City people. The 
El. Crockett and a number of other mines 
are going aliead. The Silver Cup ore 
anaas high aaeOOonnoealnsilver. On the Ab* 
bobt group a number of men are doing aaeeas- 
ment work on the claims and tho Bad Shot 
is taming oat well. Joe Bazetb and somo 
asaooiabea were preparing to go to work 
placer mining when Mr. Arthur came 
through. They were waiting for the water 
to go down as it was boo high juab then. 
Mr. Arthur has great faith in tbe Lardeau 
country and says that from his own per- 
sonal obsorvablon he is eatlatied that lb ia aa 
rich as bho Slonan ilaelf, and just as soon as 
good road communication is had the oatpnt 
f ore will bo very largo. 
An exciting bear adventure happened 
while Mr. Arthur was in tbo Lardeau. 
Jack Marshall and a man named Joe were 
Ighted by a silver tip bear on Fish creek. 
The boar sought the men, and tho men a 
tree. Marshall gob cub of sighb all right, 
but Joe waa nob so lucky. He had just got 
hold of a lower branch when the bear 
snapped him by the heel. Joe held, on and 
so did tho boar, and it was only when tho 
back part of tho boob, along with a good- 
ized piece of Joe's heel, waa bitten off that 
oe and the bear parted oompaoy. Tho 
scared man swarmed up into hia tree, and 
when the coast waa clear desoeuded and 
limped back to camp, thankfnl that he had 
eaoaped with his life.

GOOD ROADS WILL SAVE COM I'LIOATIONS. 

The rough draft of a petition to tho city 
council In regard to street improvomonb and 
sidewalk riding was laid before the V,W,C. 
by one of tho n;ombcra Thursday oveniDg 



and provoked considerable dlaou!isioE before 
being uitimateiy tabled until Tuesday 
night's meeting. Tho majority of the 
whi'L-lnien ao far oonaulted do not soom in- 
clined to endorse it, balng oppoaod to sido- 
•.valk riding eveniic an expedloni, as well oa 
to iii.y i.'CupoHitioti to inipoau any Hpeoial tux 
on bicyiilcH, while allowing other vehicles 
(which wear out ihorojdaa!) tho bi'ent s'ei d 
dofsnol) to oscapo aaa.'iisrncnt. Tho canoral 
opinion ainorg wh'o'm;n appears to ba that 
cycliota should douumi rid.;i>t)l(: c.ty atreets 
— nothing mure and nothing Icaa. Hero iu 
tho draft of a peiition to which their atten- 
tion haa bceu invited. Cycliats would c'o 
well to read it carefully before attondirg 
tho next club mooting : 

" Wo, the wheelmen of tho city of Vic 
toria, now forming a large and constantly 
growing bidy in the commuaitj, bog to re- 
spectfully direct your attention to tlie 
wretched condition of a majority of the city 
streets, and to tho fact tliKD thoy aro con- 
stantly becoming lees fit for ordinary traffic. 
Ruts and rocke, broken glaat, and uneven 
Burfaoo havo made the streets in very many 
eeotions of tho city unfiij for ordinary vohl- 
c-.ilar traffic, the safety of any horse or car- 
riage passing over them being aotua ly 
endangered. This being tbe fuot with 
regird to wagons and carriages, your 
honorabiu b:>dy casnot fail to reoogniz'] tho 
lifKculties and dangers which for mcntne 
past havo been iuciuental to tho uao of tho 
bicyclo in thia city. The m^jorlfy of the 
wheelmen of Victoria uao the bioyolo in 
businesa as well as pleasure, and tho con- 
stant and unnecessary expense of repairing, 
duo entirely to tho condition of tho atruL'te, 
ie, wo hold, a burden that should not longer 
ba borno without emphatic protoat;. Wo 
would roapootfully aek your honore.blo body 
to undertake without delay tho general im- 
proveriient of Victoria's atreote. If, as we 
anticipate, civic funds will not permit of the 
Immediato carrying to completion of so ex- 
tsnaivo and important a work, kindly give 
uj something. Would it net bo pooaiblo for 
ttio city to provide improved roadwaya, eay 
four foet wide, from Douglaa etrnot up Y^atoa 
or Fort to Oik Bay avonuo ; on (iovornmant 
or Douglas atreot to tho city boundary, and 
from James Biy bridgo to tho outer wharf. 
If your honorable body cannot aid us on the 
lines proposed, which are based on the re- 
cent legislation of numerous Eastern cities, 
aa a last suggestion we would submit tho 
following : 'i'hat bicyolista bo allowed the 
naa of tbe sidewalks outside the firo limits 
nnder anitable regulations somewhat like 
the following : That all wheels be liconsod, 
the lioenae namber to be oocspicuously dis- 
played in white oharaoters at either side of 
the machine's head ; all wheela to he pro- 
vided with bolls or other alarm eignaU, and 
to be provided with lanterns if ridden upon 
tbe footpaths after nightfall ; all rideraupon 
the sidowulks to '*alow down" atleaab .SO 
feet before passing a pedeatrian, to signal 
their approach and to take the outside of 
tho walk in tho event of their being room 
for a suio passage ; otherwise tll'e bioyolist 
to immediately dismount and "lead" by 
Signal to ho given before approaohlng any 
street o orner and spoed to he decreased In 
order to prevent tl o possibility of aooident," 

THAT CYCLE OF '90 

Referring to tho bicycle of 'OG the Ameri- 
can (^yoiiat says : " Manufacturers of 
apeoial bioycle machinery are running day 
and nighb to meet the enormoua demanda of 
the old and new uonoerna in the cycle trade. 
In an interview with a representative of the 
American Cyoliat a prominent manufacturer 
In this line atated recently that he was 
fairly overrun with orders and could not 
from now on guarantee the delivery of fur- 
ther ordei a before January next. This in- 
dicatos sufficiently the sizs of tho prepara- 
tions being made by the cycle makers for 
next year's bueineas. The new '96 models 
of a number of makers will bo shown ae 
early aa September, and in October and 
November the largest force of traveling 
men ever known in the American cycling 
trade will undoubtedly bo on the road 
Next year's bicycles will in general conserve 
the main features of the '95 niodela. There 
is a good deal of talk about increased 
weight, bub we ca-\'t find that any genera! 
Increase is contemplated so far as frames are 
concerned. Tbe '95 frames have stood up 
beautifully and fully met all rrqulremonts. 
Tbe complete cycle of '96, however.

Thpfr Ol)ject to Shut Out ilio British Coium 
bia Product— K() Demunstriitlun of 
American Superiority. 

Washington, Aug, 23. — The chief of the 
revenue ontter service recently ordered 
Lieut. Carden, of that eervlce, stationed at 
Seattle, to make teats of Pugeb Sound ooal, 
with a view to enpplj'ing tho vesaols of Iho 
revenue otibter servica with that fuel in- 
stead of the prodnotof the British Columbia 
mines. This reporb has been received In tho 
past few da-ya at tho treasury dopartioent 
Captain Shoomakor, chief of tho eervicoj eaid 
in reforonoe to It that, owing to tho fuot that 
there was no largo boat at command with 
which to make these toata, nothing con 
elusive was aottled by them. In making 
tho tests, thero wore no faoilitios ab hand 
for testing the ovuporatlon arising from 
combustion. Thia is ono of tho important 
items to bo considered in computing the 
stoam-makiDg power of all coals. Captain 
Shoemaker, therefore, coiisidora that, such 
being tho case, thero was nothing In tho re- 
port on which to roach accurate oonolusiona. 
Captain Shoemaker said that tho treasury 
department was very anxious to do all in 
Its power to give Anierioan coal tho profer- 
- ouco over that mined in British Columbli>, 
but that so far there has been no test made 
which demonstrates the superiority of the 
domestio article.

Breaches of Internatioual Neutrality 
by the United States Loudly 
Complained Of. 



Outrages by Spanish Troops Lead to 
a Ueterminatiou to Malte 
Bloody Keprisals. 

Maduid, Aug. Si.— In regard to the nowa 
that Eitrada and other Cuban insurgent 
leodera are allowed to hold a meeting la a 
Foresters' ball, with the flig of the Cuban 
repnblio flying alonj^side the stars and 
stripos, calumniating Spain, her army and 
Cuba, collecting money and recruiting men 
for rebellioD, as announoed in a dispatch re- 
oeived here, the Imperial says : " The gov- 
ernment of America and it» representatives 
may think as they like of this mode of 
understanding the neutrality to which 
they are bound, bub outside of them thero 
is no man who supports fair play who will 
nob oensnre the eondnob of the government 
of the United States. If tbey oontinuo to 
authorize such meetings in which Spain and 
her army are insulted and funds oolleoted 
for expeditions against us, our oourae U 
clear and Enrope shall be made ac 
quainted with how the United States 
understands her International obligations. 
Dooda and nob words, acts and not promiaes 
ore what we want. Let us sacrifice every- 
thing rather than the honor of our country. 
Lot us redcb the most extreme diBaatere, if 
auchia our lob ; let us nob either be deceived 
or degraded by any weaknoaa." 

The semi-official El Naoicnal aaya that 
the government haa decided to dispatch 
100,000 men and all the shipa neceeeary to 
blockade the island of Cuba and crush the 
rebellion during tho first months of 1896. 
GoDoral Salcedo has arrived at Corunnu. 
He states thab it in only a questlou of time 
and wenthor when Captain General Marti- 
nez Campos will " sweep tho rebels into the 
sea." 

Key West, Fla , Aug. 23.— Reliable ad- 
vicea from Cuba indicato that the Spaniards 
are continually perpetrating atrooities as 
horrible as those attributed to the Kurds in 
Armenia. A few days ago Capb. Garrido, 
a Spaniard, operating with a company of 
200 men in the province of Sintiago de 
Cuba, destroyed a hospital whore nearly 100 
wounded insurgents had taken refugo. 
Garrido refused to allow them to 
be shot, but made his soldiers 
chop up the victims with their 
swords. The wounded Insnrgents were 
literally dismembered. This atrooions act, 
together with the exeoatlon of Capt. 
Domingo Magloa at MatanZM has greatly 
icQamed the people against the Spanlardp, 
and many prominent Gabans heretofore 
loyal to Spain are now jolnlnt; the ineur- 
gsnts. The insnrgenb leaders, it Is said, 
have resolved to put to death all Spanish 
prisoners, and order that no prisoners be 
bakon hereafter. 

Havana, Aug. 23 — Captain General de 
Campos has authorized the prominent busi- 
ness men and others of this city to form a 
batallion of volunteers, whose doty it will 
be to guard Havana. Maximo Gomez, the 
insurgent leader, it is stated has issued a pro 
olamationeentenoiDg a number of well known 
persons to d.^atb. The insurgents have 
burned the village of San Jnan de las 
Yeares. 



CHINESB BUTCHESIBS. 

Uany Converts Slavehtered— Bequest That u. 
S. Uarlnes Be Landed tbr the Frotectlon 
of the ChrlsUans. 

London, Aug. 23. — A special deapatoh 

from Shanghai says thab many Chinese con- 
vorta were butchered whon tho Americao 
mission outside Foo Chow was attacked and 
the chapel and school were wreaked by an 
infuriated mob. Commander Newell, of tho 
United States cruiser Detroit, haa cone to 
Chen Tuto consult with Mr. \s.. 0. Hick- 
sou, U. S. consul at Foo Chow, about tho 
landing of marines for their protection and 
the protection of tho members of tho com- 
misaion who are inveetigating the massacree, 
as the latter are practically priaonera. The 
despatch adda thab the Chinese offi 
ciaia sre jabllanb at the defeat 
of the efforts of the American and 
British oon'sula to obtain an open inquiry 
into the massacres. It is also said that the 
delay is giving the Chinese time to prepare 
a defence for the prisoners. 



Hon, D. W. Hlggins, who, in company 
with Capt:ain Clive Phillippa-WoUey, haa 
juat returned from a visit to the Alberni 
mountains, agrees with those who have 
oomo before him thab the half, has nob been 
told In regard to the activity and promiao 
of the new mining centre. Though he had 
bub a week to spend among the gold aoekors, 
the honorable gentleman vialted every camp 
in the locality with tho oxoeptlon of those 
on Nitinab river and at the head of China 
creek. He saw mnoh and beard more of 
the rtoanb valuable discoveries, and returns 
home with the fixed opinion thab if tho 
eurtaoe indioatlons speak truly of the 
hidden wealth below, a field of in- 
dustry has been opened up ab Vic- 
toria's very doors, the immensity of 
which can hardly be overestimated. The 
contiguity of a majority of the Aib3rni 
claims to the salt water makes them eapecci- 
ally easy to work, and adds the favor of a 
convenient route to market for their output. 
Tho same mineral bolt in which they aro 
situated ia, however, supposed to be fully 
twenty milea wide and to extend far up tho 
Island, and this meuna that tho operations 
of tho proapootor need not bo hampered by 
reatriutiona of territory for many years to 
come. 

During their week's tramp through the 
mountains Hon. Mr. Higgina and his com- 
panion visited tho hydraulic digcinga on 
Mineral creek, and pushed up tliub stream to 
the top of the divide. They aieo piid thort 
but interesting calls bo tho Champion, Miss- 
ing Link and Alberni mines, und had the 
satisfaction of noting the excellent progress 
made ab oaoh. They saw the freo gold 
taken out ab the Missing Link and the 
Alberni, while ab tho Champion suiphureta re- 
warded tho industry of tho miners, The latter 
lodge shows two foot wide at tho present 
stage of development, while tho vein of the 
Missing Link ab the time of Hon. Mr. Hig- 
gina' visit bad juat been reached — detached 
fragments of ore only having been enooun- 
tered previously — and gold bearing quartz 
of high grade and cloae, profitable lorma- 
tioD, was being broken off with the pick and 
sledge. Ab the Alberni a blast was pub in 
for the visitors' special benefit, and ooosid- 
erable free gold was datacbed. The pay 
streak here is ab present about ten inches 
wide and well defined. . ' 

Ab Frank McQuillan's hydrauHo olaim on 
China creek, a portable sawmill is now be- 
ing placed in position, with the oatpnt of 
which operations will be pushed forward od 
an extensive and aelenbifio scale. Forty 
colors were obtained from a single pan dor 
Ing the brief stay of the Victorians at this 
camp. 

Passing up Granite creek to the Star of 
tho Weac a large, clear vein of quartz about 
five feet wide was found between two walla 
of rock — the mineral so placed that it would 
appear nature had destined tho spot for ex 
tenaive mining operabions, and had cast the 
ground so as besb to promote the industry 
and reward the efforts of tlie miners. From 
Mr. Sutton, who was met ab the mouth of 
the creek, lb was learned that William Poole 
had just struck a new seven-foob ledge at 
the headwaters, the gold being plainly 
visible and the mineral as far as traceable 
being of apparently rich quality. Several 
otheir claims had also been located recently 
on tho same ledge — an extonsion of the 
Starlight — by Mr, Poolo and his partner, 
and a bond of the property for $75,000 had 
within a few days past been ififaied by 
them — BO confident are they in the' practical 
value of their looations. 

News of further rioh discoveries on Cole 
man creek and between ib and Granite 
oreek awaited the viaitors on their return to 
the month of the latter stream ; while as 
they passed on each day bioughb its suoces 
sion of rumors of finds here, there and 
everywhere. Of coarse many are bonnd to 
prove disappointments, bnt the fast remains 
that there is plenty of good mineral in the 
distriot and a small army of prospectors is 
now interested and at work, determined to 
discover it.
